Tilt- Minneapolis Daily News men­ 
tions a new railway system projected 
to bind the two Dakotas

Great Lakes, Minneapolis 
and

Guyana ore fields and Brainerd may 
be on the line. 
The article states: 
A new railroad extending from Du­ 
luth through northern Minnesota to 
Wahpeton and Huron, was announced 
today by W- E. Morrow, for years 
contract agent for 
the 
Milwaukee 
road. 
Tile new line will be about 
500 
miles long and will penetrate the nor­ 
thern part of the lied River valley 
and the vast mining and agricultural 
districts in the north 
part 
of 
the 
state. 
It will open a direct line to 
Minneapolis by way of the Milwaukee 
road connections at several places, 
giving a better advantage for market­ 
ing farm products 
and 
service 
to 
thousands who are now isolated from 
this city. 
With Mr. Morrow, in st. Paul to­ 
day. were a number of engineers, **’ 
(Missing the route and questions 
right-of-way. 
None of the righto f- 
way has been purchased, according ic 
Mr. Morrow, but capital is in sigi ‘ 
lo construct the line. 
The proposed line would touch the 
big iron ore district in lim Guyana 
range and also a large agricultural 
area in the western part of the state 
not reached now by railways. 
It is 
probable, according to Mr. Morrow, 
that surveys win he started early in 
the spring and actual construction be­
